Paris, Dec. 23.—The councei!.of am- 
bagssadors has granted permigtion to 
Germany to retain until! March 81, 
three hundred Diesel engines which 
have been the subject of allied con- 


troversy since the armistice. This is

cision on a matter in which dusiness 
interests are much concerned. 

The engines, admitied by the allied 
experts to be the finest aeroplane

The Methods Differ. 


Mr. Daniels, former secretary of 
the U.S. navy, says that unless the 
Washington conference destroys 
the submarine ‘‘root and branch,”’ 
reduces land armaments, and 
solves the airplane problem, it will 
fail to fulful its full duty and 
privilege. No doubt. But the orig- 
inators of the Washington Con- 
gress never expected that gather- 
ing to accomplish all that Mr. 
Daniels thinks such a gathering 
should accomplish. The confer- 
ence at Paris, which set up the 
League of Nations, is the only as- 
semblage that has yet undertaken 
to reconstruct the world on a war- 
less basis. How it got along at 
the job justifies President Hard- 
ing in aiming at something less 
vast and more possible of achieve- 
ment. 


Street Car Fares. 


The city council is to consider 
the reduction of street railway 
fares. ‘That, is a subject that 
readily lends itself to intermin- 
able debate, and at the end re- 
mains still a matter of opinion. 
That the present fare is too high 
from the standpoint of the patron 
may be admitted. But what has 
to be considered is whether it is 
too high for the welfare of the 
street railway. That enterprise 
ought to carry its own load, or 
come as near to that as it can be 
made to do. The taxpayers cannot 
afford to put up annual deficits 
of thousands of dollars in order to
